Dear  Co-workers : 

The  42nd  Annual  Outlook  Conference  has  just  concluded.  A half-day  of  the 
program  was  devoted  to  the  outlook  for  youth.  The  discussions  emphasized 
the  importance  of  our  work  with  rural  young  people.  I quote  from  the 
summarization  of  a talk  by  Dr.  James  D.  Cowhig  on  "Rural  Youth,  Schools, 
and  Jobs". 

"1.  From  what  has  been  said  about  the  heterogeneity  of  the 
rural  population  and  about  the  importance  of  social  and 
economic  influences  on  educational  attainment,  it  should 
be  clear  that  rural-urban  comparisons  are  only  first  ap- 
proximations to  an  adequate  description  of  events  occur- 
ring in  the  population. 

2.  The  most  desirable  and  best  paying  occupations  generally 
are  in  urban  areas.  Most  rural  youths  who  desire  these 
occupations  will  migrate  to  the  urban  community. . . . 

3.  Employment  opportunities  in  farming  will  continue  to  de- 
cline, due  in  part  to  the  decline  in  the  number  of  farms, 
farm  consolidation,  increasing  capital  requirements  for 
entry  into  the  occupation,  and  the  continued  technological 
advances  that  reduce  the  need  for  manpower.... 

4.  Education  beyond  high  school  --  whether  the  traditional 
liberal  arts  college  or  specialized  education  --  will 
become  increasingly  important  in  occupational  placement 
and  advancement.... 

5.  The  major  difference  between  urban  and  rural  youth  in 
school  enrollment  will  be  in  the  proportions  entering 
college  rather  than  in  the  proportions  enrolled  in  lower 
level  schooling.... 

6.  In  efforts  to  pay  the  costs  of  providing  education  to  an 
increasing  population,  we  will  see  a continuation  of  the 
consolidation  of  rural  school  systems....

7.  We  can  expect  to  see  the  persistence  of  current  social 
problems  associated  with  low  levels  of  education.  But, 
because  of  the  heavy  migration  out  of  rural  areas,  we 
will  see  part  of  the  costs  of  these  problems  transferred 
to  urban  communities. 

8.  There  are  several  important  policy  implications  that 
should  be  mentioned.  One  is  that  an  effective  policy 
must  be  one  that  recognizes  that  problems  such  as  that 
of  "the  school  dropout"  result  from  a long  process  in 
which  the  family,  the  student,  and  the  school  are  part...." 

NATIONAL  4-H  CLUB  CONGRESS 


Several  members  of  our  Division  staff  are  leaving  for  Club  Congress  as 
this  letter  is  being  typed.  We  are  confident  that  the  43rd  Congress 
will  measure  up  to  the  high  standards  of  past  years.  The  organization 
job  back  of  4-H  Club  Congress  is  magnif icent--beginning  with  the  National 
4-H  Service  Committee  staff,  but  also  including  donors.  State  leader  com- 
mittees, and  delegates. 

We  are  particularly  pleased  with  the  plan  being  instituted  this  year  for 
the  leaders’  sessions  to  focus  on  various  project  areas,  on  a rotation 
basis.  The  sessions  on  more  science  in  4-H,  with  particular  reference 
to  animal  sciences  and  to  foods-nutrition  sciences,  should  not  only  alert 
us  to  some  of  the  philosophy  but  to  good  ideas  and  methods  being  used  in 
various  States.  The  program  on  Wednesday  devoted  to  working  with  low 
income  families  should  also  be  a highlight. 

FOUNDATION  REPORTS  TO  DIRECTORS 

We  were  represented  at  the  annual  membership  meeting  of  the  National  4-H 
Club  Foundation,  on  November  11,  1964.  You  know  that  all  50  Cooperative 
Extension  Directors  make  up  the  membership.  Grant  Shrum,  Director  of  the 
4-H  Foundation,  gave  a very  fine  report  of  the  Foundation  accomplishments 
during  the  past  year.  Norman  Mindrum  was  called  on  to  comment  impromptu 
and  he  spoke  of  the  excellent  cooperation  between  the  National  4-H  Founda- 
tion and  the  National  4-H  Service  Committee. 

Discussion  was  held  following  the  reports.  Items  that  came  up  were: 

(1)  The  lack  of  communications  to  Extension  Directors,  Deans  and  University 
Administration  in  general  regarding  4-H  programs,  activities  and  concerns 
at  the  national  level;  (2)  possibility  of  making  this  a working  conference 
of  one-half  to  one  day  on  problems  of  total  communication  of  4-H  programming 
throughout  the  States;  (3)  our  forthcoming  conference  of  State  4-H  Club 
leaders  on  tapping  the  total  resources  of  the  universities  and  bringing 
this  knowledge  to  bear  on  the  problems  of  youth;  (4)  the  conference  for 
4-H  Foundation  staffs  and  others  on  Private  Funds  for  4-H. 
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PROGRAM  DEVELOPMENT  COMMITTEES 

The  newly-approved  National  4-H  Veterinary  Science  Program  Development  Com- 
mittee met  October  17,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  Charles  N.  Dobbins,  Jr., 
Extension  Service  Veterinary  Scientist,  University  of  Georgia.  They  are 
moving  ahead  rapidly.  Preliminary  statement  of  objectives  and  an  outline 
of  basic  subject  matter  have  been  developed.  The  American  Veterinary 
Medicine  Association  is  very  supportive  of  this  project.  It  is  hoped  that 
States  will  be  receiving  materials  resulting  from  the  committee's  work  in 
a year  or  so. 

The  National  Development  Committee  on  Youth  and  Community  Understanding 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  Del  Dyer,  4-H  Staff  in  Michigan,  met  in 
Chicago,  November  4 and  5,  to  further  develop  educational  materials  for  a 
program  to  help  young  people  better  understand  their  community.  It  is  also 
hoped  that  this  committee  will  have  materials  to  share  with  States  (at 
least  a leader's  guide)  in  about  a year. 

A 4-H  Home  Improvement  (Home  Furnishings)  Committee  has  just  been  announced 
by  Subcommittee  Chairman  Bill  Pease.  State  staff  members  are:  Evelyn  Harne, 

Chairman,  of  Minnesota;  Charline  Lindsay,  Missouri;  and  specialists  Gertrude 
Hoffman  of  Wisconsin,  and  Virginia  Seidel  of  Illinois. 

ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  FOR  THE  "ARKANSAS  PROJECT" 

Arkansas,  as  you  know,  has  a contract  with  FES  for  special  exploratory  work 
on  material  for  youth  work  with  low-income  families.  The  first  meeting  of 
the  advisory  committee  for  the  project  was  held  October  5 and  6,  at  which 
time  the  following  persons  discussed  the  objectives  of  the  project:  Kenneth 

Bates,  Arkansas;  Margaret  Oliver,  FES;  C.  B.  Gilliland,  USDA ; George  Blume, 
Virginia;  Mary  Nell  Greenwood,  Missouri;  Russell  Smith,  Ohio;  Ashford 
Williams,  Louisiana.  Graham  Wright  of  Arizona  could  not  attend  this  meet- 
ing but  will  serve  later.  Consultants  are  Eleanor  Wilson  and  Lloyd  Rutledge 
of  FES  plus  Ulyss  Word  and  Dewey  Lantrip  of  Arkansas. 

The  group  felt  the  following  were  needed:  (1)  Program  guidelines  for  the 

program,  (2)  literature  and  program  materials  that  can  be  adapted  and  have 
proven  successful,  and  (3)  methods  and  techniques  to  be  employed. 

FEEDBACK 

During  the  year  ahead,  we  will  plan  to  have  from  six  to  eight  issues  of 
IDEAS,  with  at  least  one  mailing  of  ALERTS  between  each  issue.  Most  States 
told  us  they  wanted  about  the  same  number  as  at  present.  Those  asking  for 
six  or  fewer  issues  were  counterbalanced  by  the  ones  who  wanted  12  issues. 
Your  comments  were  very  helpful  and  will  guide  us  as  to  content. 

Breakfast  with  Congress  --  It  is  now  recommended  that  we  do  not  have  a 
Breakfast  with  Congress  every  year.  The  majority  of  State  leaders  felt  it 
should  not  be  scheduled  every  year,  but  probably  every  two  years  and  that 
it  is  desirable  to  hold  it  during  the  first  .term  of  Congress.  Consideration 
may  be  given  to  a breakfast  in  1967.  (Since  you  are  probably  statistics 
conscious  after  the  recent  election,  the  returns  were:  29  State  leaders 

felt  it  was  not  necessary  or  desirable  to  hold  the  event  every  year,  19 
State  leaders  favored  holding  it  annually.) 
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We  have  had  excellent  examples  of  4-H  work  with  physically  or  mentally 
handicapped  children  from  Florida,  Massachusetts,  New  York,  Missouri,  and 
Colorado.  Thanks  to  these  States  for  responding  to  the  request  in  the  last 
IDEAS  letter.

CONSERVATION  OF  NATURAL  RESOURCES 


In  line  with  the  National  4-H  program  in  Natural  Resource  Conservation,  New 
Mexico  has  recently  developed  new  materials  for  their  4-H  Clubs.  More  than 
80  different  resource  activity  exercises  are  now  available  for  the  four  con- 
servation project  areas  of  soil,  water,  forestry,  range  plants  and  wildlife. 

Maximum  of  one  set  per  State  is  available  if  State  4-H  leaders  request  the 
New  Mexico  "Conservation  of  Natural  Resources"  activity  guides.  Order  di- 
rectly from  Toribio  Apodaca,  Associate  State  4-H  Club  Leader,  University 
Park,  New  Mexico.  This  is  excellent  material  to  use  with  your  active  con- 
servation committees  in  development  of  State  conservation  materials. 
Coordinate  request  with  your  conservation  programming  specialists. 

4-H  PHOTOGRAPHY 

The  4-H  Photography  Committee  has  completed  the  editing  and  has  sent  Unit 
IV  for  4-H  Club  members  and  Unit  IV  Leaders'  Guide  to  the  artist  and  lay-out 
people  of  Eastman  Kodak  Company  for  preparation  to  publish.  These  should  be 
available  for  distribution  sometime  in  February. 

SAFETY  MATERIALS 


The  National  Safety  Council  has  six  kits  for  community  safety  programs,  which 
provide  basic  materials  for  safety  programs.  These  include:  Home  Safety 

Program  Kit,  Home  Child  Safety  Program  Kit,  Home  Fire  Safety  Program  Kit, 
Safety  of  the  Elderly  Program  Kit,  Baby  Sitter  Safety  Packet,  and  Poison 
Prevention  Program  Kit.

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ARIZONA  - Health  Theme 

’’Eating  Wise  or  Otherwise"  will  keynote  Arizona's  4-H  health  activity  program  for 
the  ensuing  year.  A kit  of  health  materials  and  suggestions  is  being  furnished 
to  each  county.  A preview  of  the  health  activity  program  was  given  during  the 
State  4-H  Roundup. 

ARKANSAS  - 4-H  Civil  Defense  Program 

A civil  defense  program  will  be  piloted  through  4-H  in  43  counties.  It  is  being 
specially  designed  for  work  with  older  members,  with  high  interest  shown.  Plans 
for  evaluation  of  this  effort  are  also  in  the  making. 

CALIFORNIA  - Career  and  Legislative  Games 

The  California  4-H  Letter  for  October  described  the  use  of  career  and  legislative 
games  with  1600  4-H  Club  members.  This  was  a tremendous  experience  for  the  4-H 
members  who  participated.  It  had  deeper  implications  since  the  use  of  the  games 
was  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  further  research  with  Johns  Hopkins  Univer- 
sity and  FES.

COLORADO  - First  Aid  Demonstrators 

4-H  Club  members  of  Montezuma  and  Dolores  Counties  who  had  completed  a Red  Cross 
Junior  First  Aid  Course  developed  demonstration  teams  to  spread  information 
countywide.  As  a result,  Red  Cross  First  Aid  training  has  received  a good  boost. 

CONNECTICUT  - 4-H-Type  Experiences  in  New  Circumstances 

The  Cooperative  Extension  Service  and  Community  Progress,  Inc.,  of  New  Haven, 
have  established  a youth  demonstration  project.  New  Haven  has  already  demon- 
strated that  the  4-H  concept  can  be  transplanted  into  suburban  environments. 
Robert  L.  Anderson  who  has  just  completed  two  years  as  a Peace  Corps  district 
leader  in  Brazil,  has  been  hired  for  the  new  youth  demonstration.  He  has  been  a 
4-H  Club  agent  in  both  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts. 

DELAWARE,  MARYLAND.  OHIO,  WEST  VIRGINIA  - Four- State  Conference 

"The  Four  Aspects  of  Citizenship"  keynoted  the  four-State  YMW  Conference  at 
Jackson's  Mill  in  October.  Topnotch  speakers  and  resource  leaders  challenged  the 
participants  in  this  weekend  of  education  and  fellowship.  A committee  of  the 
young  people  met  in  the  spring  to  help  plan  the  conference  in  cooperation  with 
county,  State  and  Federal  Extension  workers. 

GEORGIA  - 4-H  at  Rock  Eagle 

Ten  thousand  4-H  members  were  among  the  50,000  people  who  attended  educational 
meetings  at  the  4-H  Center  last  year.  More  than  300,000  people  have  shared  since 
the  opening  in  1955,  including  citizens  from  every  county  in  Georgia,  from  the  49 
other  States,  and  from  43  foreign  countries. 
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IDAHO  - 4-H  Leadership  Training  Meetings 

Three  two-day  4-H  leadership  training  meetings  were  held  in  Idaho  in  November. 

The  meetings,  sponsored  by  the  Idaho  Extension  Service  with  the  help  of  Standard 
Oil  of  California,  were  designed  to  train  selected  4-H  leaders  who  in  turn  would 
work  with  the  county  extension  personnel  to  train  other  4-H  leaders  in  their  > 
county.  Approximately  125  leaders  attended  the  three  sessions  which  included  the 
following  topics:  Mhat's  ahead  in  the  4-H  program,  Projects,  Teen-age  Programs, 

Junior  Leadership,  Demonstrations,  Safety,  Parent  Participation  and  Developing 
flexible  education  programs. 

ILLINOIS  - Room  Improvement  Tour 

Illinois  is  one  of  the  States  that  plans  an  educational  experience  for  older  4-H 
members  enrolled  in  home  furnishings.  The  girls  have  an  opportunity  for  an  out- 
standing three-day  tour  focused  on  the  Merchandise  Mart  and  the  Furniture  Mart, 
and  other  cultural  centers  in  the  Chicago  area.  Participants  come  from  county 
nominees  among  girls  who  have  completed  their  "Five-Year  Room  Plan." 

North  Dakota  had  a similar  tour  to  Minneapolis,  as  did  New  Hampshire  to  Boston. 

KANSAS  - Junior  Community  4-H  Clubs 

One  county  has  pioneered,  and  others  are  planning,  junior  community  4-H  Clubs 
for  ages  8 to  12-year-old  boys  and  girls  primarily  living  in  small  towns.  Groups 
of  five  to  ten  members,  usually  one  sex,  meet  together  in  homes  with  volunteer 
leaders.  Short-term  projects  are  conducted  in  whatever  sequence  is  logical  for 
the  group . 

LOUISIANA  - National  Conference  Alumni 

A summary  has  been  completed  of  all  National  Camp-Conference  delegates  from  1927- 
1964.  Information  is  compiled  on  address,  educational  accomplishments,  employ- 
ment, marriage  partner  and  family,  and  sometimes  special  accomplishments. 

LOUISIANA  - MISSISSIPPI  - TEXAS  - National  Conference 

The  United  Gas  Log  for  October  featured  4-H  activities  in  Louisiana,  Mississippi, 
and  Texas.  The  cover  showed  Mississippi's  delegates  to  National  Conference.  A 
four-page  centerspread  article  explained  and  pictured  junior  leadership  camps  in 
the  three  States.  This  is  a monthly  publication  of  United  Gas  Corporation, 
United  Gas  Pipe  Line  Company,  and  Union  Producing  Company. 

MICHIGAN  - Dimension  in  4-H 

This  is  a new  title  for  the  radio  tape  service  available  to  interested  counties 
for  use  on  local  radio  programs.  The  new  format  includes  a standard  opening  and 
closing,  and  a 3 to  5-minute  presentation  featuring  an  extension  staff  member  or 
leader  on  a topic  of  interest  to  the  general  public.  Each  month's  tape  contains 
a series  of  five  programs.  Counties  obtain  it  by  sending  a 1200-foot  tape  for 
use  in  "dubbing"  directly  to  the  Audiovisual  Center  at  East  Lansing. 
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MICHIGAN  - 4-H  Air  Tour 

Branch  County,  under  the  sponsorship  of  4-H  junior  leaders,  had  an  air  tour  of 
the  county.  Each  flight  group  used  a small  county  map  and  map  pin  to  mark  its 
home.  This  was  taken  on  the  flight  as  a guide  to  the  pilot.  Educational  phases 
of  the  tour  were  handled  by  the  Extension  agent.  This  consisted  of  several  large 
county  maps.  One  showed  location  of  major  industries;  a second  showed  conserva- 
tion practices  visible  from  the  air;  a third  map  directed  attention  to  major 
lakes  and  streams;  the  fourth  map  indicated  location  of  power  supply,  schools,  and 
lake  resort  areas  that  were  either  overcrowded  or  well  planned. 

MINNESOTA  - Money  Management  Workshop 

Outstanding  classes  in  money  management  were  included  as  a part  of  the  District  4-H 
Camp  at  Grand  Rapids.  The  material  piloted  at  this  event  will  be  used  for  other 
occasions.  Wonderful  response  was  received  from  the  young  people  who  were  divided 
into  two  age  grouos--10  to  13  and  13  to  18. 

MONTANA  - Grain  Marketing 

The  Grain  Marketing  Tour  to  Minneapolis  continued  to  be  an  outstanding  event  for 
older  members.  The  1964  tour  was  held  November  5 to  7. 

OREGON  - Advancement  Program 

Agricultural  projects  are  now  being  planned  in  sequential  steps,  keyed  to  the 
interest  and  abilities  of  4-H  members.  This  provides  a fine  basis  for  the  pro- 
gram of  work  for  the  4-H  leader,  since  it  divides  the  work  into  various  levels 
for  the  members  of  any  club  where  there  is  a variety  of  age  levels.  An  added 
dimension  of  this  feature  is  the  opportunity  for  older  4-H  members  to  work  with 
the  younger  ones.  Advancement  certificates  are  presented  to  members  when  they 
complete  each  step  in  the  program.  The  advancement  program  was  developed  first 
for  the  horse  project.  It  is  also  effectively  worked  out  for  other  phases  of  the 
livestock  divisions--dairy , beef,  sheep,  swine;  in  forestry,  poultry  and  rabbit 
projects . 

PENNSYLVANIA  - Staff  Conference  with  Strong  Impact 

Lee  Jinks  and  staff  were  able  to  take  a total  group  of  148  (including  18  husbands 
and  wives)  to  a 5-day  in-service  conference  at  the  National  4-H  Center.  The 
general  theme  was  "Strengthening  the  Pennsylvania  4-H  Club  Program."  Program 
participants  included  Charles  Vetter,  Jack  Tyree,  Hy  Ruchlis,  Extension  and 
resident  staff  from  the  University  of  Maryland;  Charles  McDougall,  Assistant 
Administrator,  FES,  and  several  members  of  our  4-H  staff.  The  wind-up  on  Thursday 
was  handled  by  Lee  Jinks  and  by  Emory  Brown,  Sociologist,  with  the  help  of  a 
panel  of  agents. 

PENNSYLVANIA  - Agent's  Handbook,  4-H  Money  Management  Project 

Each  agent  has  been  provided  with  an  excellent  handbook  including  the  material 
available  for  4-H  projects,  "Pennywise,"  "Money  Management"  plus  many  other  aids 
from  Extension  and  other  sources  that  would  help  give  information  for  launching 
the  project  or  for  training  leaders.  The  kit  includes  news  articles,  sugges- 
tions for  discussion  sessions,  playlets,  leaflets  for  outside  reading  in  addition 
to  many  other  helpful  aids. 
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TEXAS  - Membership  Expansion 

Texas  "Each  One  Get  One"  campaign  has  evidently  paid  off  in  a big  way.  Membership 
declining  by  approximately  1,500  annually  since  1951  is  up  10,780;  adult  leader 
numbers  are  up  2,114;  club  units  are  up  287. 

VERMONT  - Staff  Training  on  Work  with  Low  Income  Families 

Eleanor  Wilson  was  one  of  the  resource  people  for  staff  training  on  "Socio- 
Economic  Factors  for  Vermont  Extension  Workers."  The  work  included  character- 
istics and  understandings  of  such  families,  obstacles  to  learning,  examples  of 
present  programs,  and  understanding  of  the  Economic  Opportunity  Act. 

WEST  VIRGINIA  - Focus  on  Fitness 

Current  health  theme  stresses  physical  fitness,  with  much  attention  to  regular 
exercise  as  a part  of  fitness.  Elizabeth  Ann  Roberts,  Nutrition  Specialist, 
gives  primary  leadership  to  health  work. 

WISCONSIN  - Piloting  New  Project  for  Young  Members 

"4-H  Explorers"  is  a new  project  being  piloted  in  about  5 counties,  following  an 
initial  experience  in  Washington  County  for  beginning  9 or  10-year-old  members. 

It  has  four  parts:  (1)  Exploring  Plants  and  Animals,  (2)  Exploring  by  Building 
and  Fixing,  (3)  Exploring  Around  the  Home,  and  (4)  Exploring  the  Out-of-doors. 

The  project  recognizes  the  short  interest  span  of  young  members.  It  is  aimed  to 
acquaint  beginners  with  the  various  project  areas  and  to  satisfy  their  curiosity 
by  offering  them  a chance  to  explore  many  areas.  The  orientation  project  is  the 
only  project  carried  by  the  beginning  members  who  enroll  for  it. 


NEWS  OF  OUR  COWORKERS/

experiences  with  her  while  she  had  a temporary  assignment  here  in  1962  were  of 
the  highest  type.
